Fo rd’s first ap p o intee to the 
natio n’s highest co u rt, Stev ens 
wo n the u nanimo u s endo rse­ 
ment o f the Senate Ju diciary 
Co mmittee after three day s o f 
hearings. 
Stev ens’ co nfirmatio n by the 
Senate brings the Su p reme 


Co u rt to fu ll strength fo r the 
start o f its new term Jan. 12 
when the co nstitu tio nality o f 
the death p enalty and the free 
p ress-fair trial co ntro v ersy will 
be amo ng the majo r issu es co n­ 
fro nting it. 
The Su p reme Co u rt may ho ld 
a sp ecial sessio n later this 


week fo r the swearing in o f Ste­ 
v ens. 
Stev ens, 55, has been a ju dge 
o n the 7 th U.S. Circu it Co u rt o f 
Ap p eals since 1970. 
His elev atio n to the Su p reme 
Co u rt is ex p ected to strengthen 
its 
mo derate-to -co nserv ativ e 
majo rity . Fo u r ju stices were 


ap p o inted by fo rmer President 
Richard M. Nix o n.

The chief o p p o sitio n to Ste­ 
v ens’ no minatio n came fro m 
wo men’s rights gro u p s critical 
o f his o p inio ns as a circu it 
co u rt ju dge. 
A witness fo r the Natio nal 


Organizatio n fo r Wo men to ld 
the Ju diciary Co mmittee he 
“has a reco rd o f co nsistent o p ­ 
p o sitio n to wo men’s rights.’’ 


Stev ens denied any sex bias 
and testified he believ es wo men 
sho u ld hav e the same legal 
rights as men. 


He had receiv ed p raise fro m 
Atty . Gen. Edward H. Lev i and 
the American Bar Asso ciatio n’s 
standing co mmittee o n the fed­ 
eral ju diciary . Bo th p artici­ 
p ated in the co nsideratio n o f 
p o ssible no minees to fill the v a­ 
cancy .

4 state candidates 


CHICAGO (AP) — Go v . Dan­ 
iel Walker endo rsed to day a 
slate o f fo u r candidates fo r the 
D em o cratic no m inatio n to 
statewide o ffices in the March 
16 Illino is p rimary electio n. 
Walker, renewing his criti­ 
cism o f the regu lar Demo cratic 
p arty ’s slatemaking p ro cess, in­ 
tro du ced the candidates he has 
endo rsed at a news co nference 
as his “team .’’ 


Tho se endo rsed by Walker 
are Jo anne Alter, a co mmis­ 
sio ner o f the Chicago Metro p o li­ 
tan Sanitary District, fo r lieu ­ 
tenant go v erno r; state Sen. 
Vincent Demu zio o f Carlinv ille, 
fo r secretary o f state; Edu ca­ 
tio n and Registratio n Directo r 
Ro nald Stackler fo r atto rney 
general and (reneral Serv ices 
Directo r Ro land Bu rris 
fo r 
co mp tro ller. 
‘ Walker also said it wo u ld be 
p rematu re to discu ss 
what 
wo u ld hap p en if he decides 
after the p rimary electio n to 
make a bid fo r the Demo cratic 
no minatio n fo r p resident. He 
said he is no t serio u sly co nsid­ 
ering su ch a mo v e bu t that 
there will be so me candidates 
fo r delegate to the natio nal co n­ 
v entio n co mmitted to v o te fo r 
him. 
“I’ll say what I’v e said be­ 
fo re,’’ Walker added. “I’m no t 
making a Sherman-like state­ 
m ent.’’ 
Walker and all o ther mem­ 
bers o f the team ex cep t Bu rris 
said that, if they are no t no mi­ 
nated in the March 16 p rimary 
electio n, they wo u ld su p p o rt 
tho se Demo crats who are cho ­ 


sen. Bu rris said he p ro bably 
wo u ld do so . 
The candidates are battling a 
gro u p cho sen by the p arty 
slatemaking co mmittee do mi­ 
nated by Chicago May o r Rich­ 
ard J. Daley . 
The Daley candidates are 
Secretary o f State Michael J. 
Hewlett fo r go v erno r; 
Neil 
Hartigan, the incu mbent, fo r 
re-electio n as lieu tenant go v er­ 
no r; state Treasu rer Alan J. 
Dix o n fo r secretary o f state; Il­ 
lino is Senate President Cecil A. 
Partee, D-Chicago , fo r atto rney 
general, and Michael J. Bak- 
alis, a fo rmer state scho o ls su ­ 
p erintendent, fo r co mp tro ller. 
The ticket Walker endo rsed 
was a balanced o ne, inclu ding 
as it did o ne wo man, Mrs. Al­ 
ter; o ne do wnstate candidate, 
Demu zio ; and o ne black, Bu r­ 
ris, who was bo rn and grew u p 
in Centralia bu t later mo v ed to 
Chicago . 
The Daley ticket is headed by 
two Chicago Irish Catho lics bu t 
inclu des o ne do wnstater, Dix o n, 
who fo rmerly was a state legis­ 
lato r fro m Bellev ille, and o ne 
black, Partee. 
The o nly candidate o n Walk­ 
er’s ticket who so u ght the en­ 
do rsement o f the slatemaking 
co mmittee, Mrs. Alter, said in 
resp o nse to a q u estio n that she 
was no t so rry she had do ne so . 
“I think we hav e to try to 
make the sy stem wo rk,’’ she 
said. “Bu t I think it was a 
farce.’’ 
Bu rris to ld rep o rters that he 
was dissatisfied with the co v ­ 
erage o f his camp aign by the 
news media.

Americans may see their 
tax es increase o n Jan. 1 u nless 
the lawmakers can o v erride a 
p residential v eto . 
“The issu e no w is whether 
tax p ay ers get a big tax in­ 
crease in Janu ary ,’’ 
Ho u se 
Way s and Means Co mmittee 
Chairman A1 Ullman, D-Ore., 
said Tu esday . 
A q u ick v eto co u ld retu rn the 
bill to Co ngress in time fo r an 
o v erride attemp t befo re the 


y ear-end recess, ex p ected to 
begin later this week. 
In what amo u nted to a test 
v o te o n whether the anticip ated 
v eto can be su stained, the 
Ho u se refu sed Tu esday night to 
ru sh the bill thro u gh to the Sen­ 
ate u nder a legislativ e sho rtcu t 
p ro cedu re. 
The bill’s backers fell 22 
v o tes sho rt o f getting a two - 
thirds majo rity req u ired fo r 
p assage u nder this q u ick-actio n 
p ro cedu re, thu s casting do u bts 
o n the p o ssibility o f mu stering 
a similar two -thirds majo rity 
necessary to o v erride Fo rd’s 
ex p ected v eto . 
The v o te fo u nd 256 in fav o r o f 
p assing the bill u nder a p ro cess 
kno wn as su sp ending Ho u se 
ru les and 160 against. 
Ullman did no t seem to feel 
that the p ro cedu ral v o te in­ 
dicated a lack o f Ho u se ability 


to o v erride Fo rd’s v eto . 
After the Ho u se v o te, Ullman 
to ld rep o rters, “I think we are 
in a better p o sitio n no w to ap ­ 
p raise the chances o f o v er­ 
riding a v eto .... I ex p ect an 
all-o u t effo rt by the Demo cratic 
leadership 
and 
the 
Demo ­ 
crats.... I think we will hav e 
mo re Rep u blican v o tes than we 
had to day .’’ 
When it co mes to the issu e o f 
“whether the co nstitu ents get a 
big tax increase, there will be 
so me changed v o tes and we 
hav e a go o d chance to o v er­ 
ride,’’ Ullman added.

17 p er cent o f inco me: 
—A single p erso n making 
$17,500 a y ear wo u ld p ay $3,145 
y early in tax es if the bill is no t 
p assed. Under the temp o rary 


1975 tax cu t law he will o we $3,- 
115 nex t Ap ril and u nder the 
co ngressio nal co mp ro mise leg­ 
islatio n wo u ld o we $2,9 6 5 in 
Ap ril 1977. 


—A married co u p le with two 
children and a $17,500 inco me 
wo u ld p ay $2,156 y early in 
tax es if the bill is no t p assed. 
Under the temp o rary 1975 tax 
cu ts, the co u p le will o we $2,036 
nex t Ap ril and u nder the co m­ 
p ro mise bill wo u ld p ay $1,9 76 in 
Ap ril 1977. 


The tax cu t, enacted this

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
co st o f mailing a letter will re­ 
main at 10 cents indefinitely 
u nder a co u rt ru ling that co u ld 
mark the end o f Satu rday mail 
deliv ery . 
U.S. District Co u rt Ju dge 
Jo hn J. Sirica o n Tu esday 
blo cked p o stal rate increases 
schedu led fo r Dec. 28, inclu ding 
a rise in the first-class letter 
rate fro m 10 to 13 cents. Po stal 
o fficials say they will ap p eal. 
The decisio n is the latest in a 
series o f blo ws to the financial­ 
ly tro u bled Po stal Serv ice. The 
serv ice, which had ex p ected to 
lo se $1.4 billio n this fiscal y ear 
ev en with the higher rates, 
say s it will hav e a $2.6 -billio n 
deficit witho u t them. 
Po stmaster 
CJeneral 
Ben­ 
jamin F. Bailar has said the 
Po stal Serv ice might no t be 
able to affo rd co ntinu atio n o f 
Satu rday deliv ery ev en with an 
increase in p o stal rates. He in­ 
dicated fu rther fiscal p ro blems 
co u ld lead to an early halt in 
Satu rday serv ice. 
After Bailar made that state­ 
ment, he receiv ed a bill fo r 
wo rkmen’s co mp ensatio n p ay ­ 
ments $161 millio n higher than 
ex p ected. That was befo re Si­ 
rica’s decisio n. 
The co u rt decisio n will co st 
the Po stal Serv ice nearly $7 
millio n ev ery day the higher 
rates are delay ed, a sp o kesman 


said. 
If Sirica’s ru ling is u p held o n 
ap p eal, the Po stal Serv ice mu st 
o nce again file fo r new rates 
with the Po stal Rate Co mmis­ 
sio n. The new rates co u ld be 
p u t into effect no so o ner than 
9 0 day s after the filing. 
The Po stal Serv ice sp o kes­ 
man said a delay o f 9 0 day s 
wo u ld co st abo u t $6 00 millio n 
and accelerate the deficit rate, 
which already is at a reco rd 
lev el. 
In halting the Po stal Serv ­ 
ice’s p lanned Dec. 28 increase, 
Sirica ru led that req u ired step s 
p rio r to a rate hike were no t 
taken. 
A 1970 law o rders the Po stal 
Serv ice to get ap p ro v al o f its 
bo ard o f go v erno rs fo r any new 
rates befo re filing fo r the in­ 
crease with the Po stal Rate 
Co mmissio n. The Po stal Serv ­ 
ice o nly discu ssed the general 
o u tline o f new rates with the 
go v erno rs, Sirica said. 
“The bo ard mu st hav e befo re 
it fo r its co nsideratio n at the 
time it ap p ro v es the req u est, 
the sp ecific rate and fees to be 
req u ested, to gether with su p ­ 
p o rting data and do cu menta­ 
tio n,’’ Sirica said. 
In additio n to inv alidating the 
higher p o stal rates, Sirica also 
stru ck do wn the Po stal Serv ­ 
ice’s p lan to raise fees o n Jan. 
3.

So cio lo ­ 
gists say it bu ilds u p , wav e o n 
wav e, so clamo ro u s that little 
can be heard against its haz­ 
ards, mainly becau se it sells. 
It’s p ro fitable. 
Aside fro m so me p o sitiv e ele­ 
ments credited to it, it also o f­ 
ten wo u nds liv es. 
“ A new p seu do -liberatio n 
bu llies p eo p le into co nfo rmity ,’’ 
say s cu ltu ral analy st Dav id 
Ho lbro o k, He o bserv es that it 
also p ro du ces a new kind o f in­ 
to lerance that brands any at­ 
temp t to draw attentio n to the 
dangers as being fu ssy and no t 
p ro gressiv e. 
Religio u s institu tio ns, amo ng 
o thers, hav e fallen mo stly si­ 
lent in the face o f the to rrent, 
blu dgeo ned fo r their p ast nega­ 
tiv e stances, their p resent 
co u nsel widely igno red, as the 
“p o rn” sho p s sp read, p ru rient 
tablo ids engu lf camp u ses and 
the mass media disp ense the 
latest sex u al no v elties, dev ia­ 
tio ns and ex cu rsio ns into p u r­ 
p o rted “new freedo ms.” 
Actu ally , it amo u nts to a 
“new kind o f slav ery ,” say s 
p hilo so p her Milto n D. Hu nnex . 
So cio lo gist Gibso n Winter calls 
it a “fu ndamental crisis in o u r 
cu ltu re.” A “ju nkie mentality ” 
that seeks to rip o ff o thers, say s 


p sy cho analy st Herbert Hendin. 
It has cau sed “mo re heartache 
than hap p iness,” say s p sy chia­ 
trist Carl E. Dy ro d. So cio lo gist 
Carl F. Reu ss say s it may be 
the “American Achilles heel.” 
Histo rians no te that the an­ 
cient p ast is mo ttled with co m­ 
p arable instances o f sex u al dis­ 
array signaling decay , as in im­ 
p erial Ro me. 
Bu t u nder the hammering o f 
the co ntemp o rary u p heav al, 
the intensely p riv ate reality o f 
sex u al u nio n beco mes increas­ 
ingly a so rt o f p u blic sp ectato r 
sp o rt, with slick magazines and 
mo v ies glam o rizing casu al, 
transient sedu ctio ns, tru ncated 
sex 
witho u t 
inv o lv ement, 
ano ny mo u s anato mies and the 
blandishments o f sado -maso ­ 
chism in sp arkling co lo r. 
Psy chiatrists see it as a de­ 
p erso nalizing and crip p ling o f 
sex itself. An “enfeeblement o f 
intimacy ,” say s p sy cho lo gist 
William Kilp atrick. 


Meanwhile, the gu idebo o ks 
o n techniq u es, the articles o n 
metho ds and a p letho ra o f stu d­ 
ies o f what’s being do ne by 
what p ercentage o f the p o p u la­ 
tio n and ho w. make the ap ­ 
p ro ach to the “new sex ” almo st 
like the “new m ath,” a co ldly 
o bjectiv e matter o f sy stems, 
anato mical facts, p ro cedu res 
and statistical measu rements 
o f p ro p riety . 
Mo st o f the big-selling bo o ks 
o n techniq u e hav e an o v ersim­ 
p lified “ho llo w ring,” say s p sy ­ 
chiatrist Ro llo May . They treat 
sex “like a co mbinatio n o f 
learning to p lay tennis and bu y ­ 
ing life insu rance.” Ho wev er, 
he adds that the “emp hasis o n 
techniq u e backfires,” that the 
mo re “frantic the p u rsu it o f 
techniq u e,” thf* mo re “tru ncat­ 
ed and shru nken” beco mes the 


sex u al ex p erience. 
Psy cho analy st Hendin, who 
did ex tensiv e analy ses amo ng 
co llege stu dents, say s that “be­ 
cau se wo men are demanding 
less p ro tectiv eness fro m men 
and o ffering less p ro tectiv eness 
themselv es, many y o u ng men 
feel ju stified in abu sing them.” 
Bo th men and wo men, he say s, 
alternate between attemp ts to 
“p erfo rm bu t no t feel, to ac­ 
q u ire senso ry ex p erience with­ 
o u t emo tio nal inv o lv ement.” 
Increasingly , they “rep lace 
co mmitment, inv o lv ement and 
tenderness with self-aggran­ 
dizement, ex p lo itiv eness and 
titillatio n,” he adds. As a “de­ 
fensiv e o p eratio n,” they “at­ 
temp t to treat life as an absu rd 
jo ke,” to igno re p ast o r fu tu re 
so that life “lacks a sense o f 
co nnectio n with feeling, v alu e, 
p o int.” 
Bu t the cu rrent trend hu rtles 
o n, all in the name o f “liberat­ 
ing” sex fro m inhibitio ns, fo ­ 
mented and ex p anded by a 
steady din o f su ggestiv e adv er­ 
tising and o ther merchandising 
techniq u es, salacio u s 
p ap er­ 
backs, “instant intimacy ” en­ 
co u nter gro u p s, “ So ck-it-to - 
Me” ro ck so ngs and a stream o f 
“ho w-to -do -it” sex manu als and 
su rv ey s fo cu sed o n p hy sical 
p ro cesses, imp erv io u s to lo ng- 
range emo tio ns, co nscience o r 
my stery . 
The “swingers’ clu bs” p ro lif­ 
erate as do the “swinging sin­ 
gles” gro u p s, bars and week­ 
ends, alo ng with “X-rated” and 
“R-rated” mo v ies, while p o r­ 
no grap hy , bo th “hard co re” 
and “so ft co re,” beco mes a 
m u ltimillio n-do llar indu stry 
linked to the Mafia, and so me 
“liberatio nist” adv o cates o f bi­ 
sex u ality and ho mo sex u ality 
camp aign to tu rn a co nflict be­ 
tween bo dy and p sy che into a 


so cially sanctio ned way o f life. 
Strikingly , altho u gh the p ill 
and p enicillin were hailed as 
making casu al sex safe witho u t 
hazards o f p regnancy o r dis­ 
ease, the v enereal disease rate 
has do u bled and illegitimate 
births hav e trip led in the last 
decade. 
Bu t the p hy sical and p racti­ 
cal p ro blems and technical p ro ­ 
cedu res are o nly the su rface in­ 
dicatio ns o f the p erso nal to ll in 
emo tio nal angu ish, p sy cho lo gi­ 
cal distu rbances and tro u bled 
fu tu res. While these can’t be 
measu red statistically , stu dies 
hav e fo u nd increased ho sp ital 
admissio ns o f y o u ng p eo p le u n­ 
der 25 with “character diso r­ 
der” difficu lties. 
Psy chiatrist Francis Brace- 
land, fo rmer p resident o f the 
American Psy chiatric Asso cia­ 
tio n, say s p remarital sex has 
significantly increased the 
nu mber o f y o u ng p eo p le in 
mental ho sp itals. At the same 
time, the su icide rate o f y o u ng

By H E N R Y J. TAYLOR 
I din ed recen tly in New Yo rk 
with able U.S. Ambassado r to Ar­ 
gen tin a Ro bert C. Hill, an o ld an d 
treasu red frien d. 
Ambassado r Hill to ld me that 
Argen tin ean assassin atio n s, k id- 
n ap in gs, diso rders an d v io len ce 
hav e go n e fro m bad to wo rse sin ce 
leftist “death sq u ads” k illed re­ 
tired Gen . Jo rge Caceres Mo n ie, 
the fo rmer federal p o lice chief an d 
his wife du rin g a Paran a Pro v in ce 
riv er cro ssin g, an d p ro min en t Gen . 
Aly Lu is Yp res Co rbat, Argen tin a’s 
air fo rce chief o f p erso n n el. 
He to ld me there hav e been 
mo re than 800 p o litical v io len ce 
k illin gs sin ce Presiden t Isabel 
Martin ez de Pero n to o k p o wer o n 
Ju ly 1, 1974, with the death o f hu s­ 
ban d Ju an D. Pero n . 
Ambassado r Hill, fo rmerly o u r 
ambassado r to Co sta Rica, El Sal­ 
v ado r, Mex ico an d Sp ain an d lo n g a 
star in the U.S. Fo reign Serv ice, 
said that Argen tin ean an d U.S. se­ 
cu rity detachmen ts gu ard him day 
an d n ight. They swamp the Ameri­ 
can Embassy in Bu en o s Aires an d 
literally su rro u n d it, u sin g walk ie- 
talk ies an d all o ther dev ices. 
He an d his wife Cecilia ap p ear 
at a min imu m o f dip lo matic recep ­ 
tio n s, co me at the last min u te an d 
alway s by a differen t ro u te. The se­ 
cu rity agen ts are heav ily armed. 
Their eq u ip men t in clu des bo th su b­ 
machin e gu n s an d tear gas. 
They ride ev ery where with Am­ 
bassado r Hill o r his wife an d co m­ 
mu n icate with a cen tral co n tro l at 
the American Embassy an d with 
each o f the cars in a three-car co n ­ 
v o y ; gu ards in the first car, gu ards 
with the ambassado r o r his wife in 
the seco n d, gu ards fo llo win g clo se 
u p in the third. 
Ambassado r Hill k n o ws that 
k idn ap in g the U.S. ambassado r o r 
his wife is o bv io u sly a No . 1 go al. 
He also k n o ws that these terro rists 
wait fo r y o u to mak e o n e false 
mo v e an d then they p o u n ce in stu n ­ 
n in g fashio n . Yo u are cau ght in a 
desp erate, last-ditch try fo r su rv i­ 
v al. 
Ambassado r Hill said there are 
at least fiv e well-o rgan ized u n der­ 
gro u n d gro u p s p erfo rmin g the law­ 
lessn ess, ghastly v io len ce, en dless 
k idn ap in gs fo r ran so m an d o ther 
o bjectiv es as stan dard p ractice in 
mo st o f Argen tin a’s 22 p ro v in ces. 
He n amed these as the Marx ist 
Peo p le’s Rev o lu tio n ary Army , the 


leftist gu errillas o f the Liberatio n 
Armed Fo rces, the Gen . Caceres 
Co mman do es o f American Libera­ 
tio n , the mo st radical cadre o f the 
Pero n ist Yo u th o rgan izatio n who 
call themselv es the Mo n to n ero s, 
die Argen tin a An ti-Co mmu n ist Al­ 
lian ce. 
Yet Argen tin a, fo u r times the 
size o f Tex as, sho u ld be a garden 
sp o t; it has ev ery thin g, really , in ­ 
clu din g a magn ificen t climate an d 
wo n derfu lly alert, hard-wo rk in g 
p eo p le. 
Ho wev er, mo re than half the 
bu dget is in deficit an d half o f this 
is fro m fo o tin g the go v ern men t- 
o wn ed en terp rises’ co lo ssal lo sses. 
Half the 240 largest p riv ate en trr- 
p rises are p ro fitless o r wo rse. An d 
the p u blic, in tu rn , can n o t stan d the 
en dless strik es, the higher co sts, 
the n early in credible in flatio n . 
Pero n , who bu ilt his p o wer o n 
trade u n io n s an d what he called the 
“descamisado s”—the 
“shirtless 
o n es”—began the deterio ratio n . 


An d the fo u r terro rist gro u p s in 
Argen tin a, the IRA in Irelan d, the 
ETS in Sp ain , the Palestin ian ter­ 
ro rists, etc., all hav e their ro o ts in 
v ery sp ecific situ atio n s. Bu t they 
are help ed by tho se sk ewed an ar­ 
chists o f the New Left who see the 
who le Western wo rld teeterin g o n 
the brin k an d are militan tly 
searchin g fo r metho ds to giv e it a 
last p u sh o v er the brin k . 
Their mo tiv es are v ario u s an d 
o ften co n fu sed. They hav e a tan ­ 
gled p hilo so p hy o f life alo n g with a 
v ery clear p hilo so p hy o f death. Bu t 
their o bjectiv es are main ly the 
same. An d to the ex ten t that so me 
academics an d co mmen tato rs—es­ 
p ecially o n TV—defen d the fash­ 
io n able ap o lo gies fo r v io len ce, they 
help mak e the terro rists p o ssible. 
We see in o u r o wn co u n try an in ­ 
crease in the p restige o f v io len ce. 
'Hiere is an elev atio n in the statu s 
o f v io len t p eo p le. Vio len ce is en ­ 
demic an d has beco me ep idemic. 
The laws are in adeq u ate. The fo rc­ 
es fo r law an d o rder are ev en mo re 
in adeq u ate. 
In fact, it’s in creasin gly hard to 
see ho w it’s p o ssible to recru it p o ­ 
lice o fficers an y mo re in man y o f 
o u r large cities. 
Ambassado r Hill’s p light in Ar­ 
gen tin a is a lo cal man ifestatio n o f 
p recisely the cru mblin g o f law an d 
o rder that we witn ess to o u r alarm 
here at ho me.

No w that Gerald Fo rd has made 
the p ilgrimage to Pek in g an d been 
receiv ed by the liv in g fo ssil o f the 
Chin ese Co mmu n ist faith, Mao 
Tse-tu n g, there sho u ld be n o do u bt 
in the min ds o f American s that 
their Presiden t is a v ery imp o rtan t 
man . 
Bu t n either sho u ld there be an y 
do u bt abo u t so methin g else. An d 
that is that this p residen tial v isit, 
lik e the histo ric “reo p en in g” o f 
Chin a by Richard Nix o n an d Hen ry 
Kissin ger three y ears ago , came 
abo u t becau se, an d o n ly becau se, it 
serv es the in terests o f the ru lers o f 
Chin a to main tain frien dly rela­ 
tio n s with the Un ited States. Were 
it n o t fo r Chin a’s co lo ssal fear o f 
Ru ssia, Chin a to day wo u ld be as 
self-iso lated as it was in the day s o f 
Marco Po lo , an d the Chin ese wo u ld 
be n o mo re co n cern ed abo u t the 
distan t wo rld than their an cien t 
emp ero rs cared abo u t affairs in the 
Ro me o f the Caesars. Ev en n o w, 
the o rdin ary Chin ese, acco rdin g to 
rep o rters acco mp an y in g the Fo rd 
en to u rage, ex p ress u tter disin ter­ 
est in learn in g what life is lik e fo r 
o rdin ary American s. 
Ou r dip lo matic co n tacts with 
Chin a sin ce 1972 hav e been all o n e 
sided. No imp o rtan t Chin ese o ffi­ 
cial has v isited this co u n try . Ou r 
trade with Chin a remain s a dro p in 
the bu ck et, ev en co mp ared with 
o u r trade with far smaller n atio n s. 
Chin a, at the p resen t time, at 
least, has little that we n eed, an d 
the Chin ese seem determin ed to 
n eed as little as p o ssible fro m u s. 
As fo r the rest o f the wo rld, 
ho wev er, the situ atio n is en tirely 
differen t. Rather than American 
p residen ts feelin g co mp elled to 
sho w the flag—the p residen tial 
seal, that is—all o v er the wo rld, if 
o n ly to imp ress the fo lk s back 
ho me, fo reign leaders sho u ld be 
lin in g u p to be receiv ed by u s. 
Fo r the U.S. to day is in a p o si­ 


tio n o f stren gth n o t ap p ro ached by 
an y o ther co u n try . 
There are o n ly two o ther great 
p o wers in the wo rld, an d bo th o f 
them activ ely co u rt the frien dship , 
o r at least the n eu trality , o f the 
U.S. in their ideo lo gical stru ggle. 
The So v iet Un io n is beco min g 
mo re an d mo re dep en den t u p o n 
American grain to feed its millio n s, 
as is mu ch o f the rest o f the wo rld. 
Co mp ared to this dep en den cy , the 
su p p o sed stran gleho ld the o il 
sheik s hav e o v er the American 
eco n o my has been v astly ex agger­ 
ated. 
The Un ited States is n o lo n ger a 
y o u n gster amo n g n atio n s. Ou r 
fo rm o f go v ern men t is o n e o f the 
o ldest, an d certain ly o n e o f the 
mo st resilien t an d adap table. No 
do mestic p ro blem we face is be­ 
y o n d so lu tio n if we ap p ly o u r wills 
an d reso u rces to it. 


Yet we are gu ilty , ap o lo getic an d 
fearfu l fo r the fragility o f o u r free­ 
do ms an d way o f life. Eco n o mists 
serio u sly wo n der if o u r free en ter­ 
p rise sy stem, the mo st su ccessfu l 
the wo rld has ev er k n o wn , can lo n g 
su rv iv e. 
We seem still to be p o ssessed o f 
the o ld co ld war fear that we are in 
a p recario u s state o f siege, that we 
are su rro u n ded by men acin g fo rc­ 
es which we mu st co mbat wherev ­ 
er they ap p ear, ev en if it mean s 
ado p tin g the metho ds o f tho se who 
are an athema to ev ery thin g we be­ 
liev e in . 
We might well begin emu latin g 
the Chin ese a little an d let the 
wo rld co me to u s—n o t o u t o f an y 
sen se o f smu g su p erio rity , bu t sim­ 
p ly in the co n fiden t k n o wledge o f 
the v alu e o f what we hav e to o ffer 
the wo rld. 
The U.S. is hardly the Heav en ly 
Kin gdo m Chin a o n ce tho u ght it 
was. Bu t it is the cen ter o f the 
wo rld in a way the emp ero rs n ev er 
dreamed o f.

The n ear-p an ic o f that time has 
eased sin ce we beat the So v iets to 
the mo o n . 
The ev alu atio n o f edu catio n has 
co n tin u ed, so me bein g co n stru ctiv e 
an d so me reflectin g the an ti-in tel­ 
lectu al strain which ru n s thro u gh 
American so ciety . 
Chan ges resu ltin g fro m the cat­ 
aly st set o ff by Sp u tn ik , in clu de 
o v erhau lin g cu rricu lu ms which 
were established befo re the co u n ­ 
try was an in dep en den t n atio n ; al­ 
teratio n o f the in terio r an d ex terio r 
design o f scho o l stru ctu res; mo di­ 
ficatio n o f in stru ctio n al materials 
an d metho ds, an d refashio n in g 
teacher edu catio n . 
On e early p ro be in to traditio n al 
edu catio n this writer was ex p o sed 
to an d wro te abo u t in this co lu mn 
o n March 25, 1961 was a stu dy by 
Jo hn Ho st, who was a so cial stu dies 
teacher at Dix o n High Scho o l fro m 
1955 to 1962. 
Ho st had made a stu dy o f the 
stu den ts in the DHS 1960 gradu at­ 
in g class who sco red 115 o r higher 
o n IQ tests. He iden tified 45 stu ­ 
den ts in this catego ry , 23 bo y s an d 
22 girls. 
The teacher rep o rted his stu dy 
to the Citizen -Teacher Cu rricu lu m 
Co mmittee at o n e o f its meetin gs. 
Ho st’s big co n ten tio n was there 
is n o differen ce in n ativ e in telli­ 
gen ce between bo y s an d girls bu t 
that there is a differen ce in the 
stu dies tak en by each sex . 
His first allegatio n , o n an iso lat­ 
ed basis, seems to be affirmed by 
the fact the 45 in tellectu ally talen t­ 
ed stu den ts he iden tified were v ir­ 
tu ally eq u ally div ided between the 
sex es. 
He wen t o n to p ro v e his seco n d 
assertio n as he p resen ted a su rv ey 
o f the co u rses which these stu den ts 
to o k sho win g the girls were far be­ 
hin d the bo y s in en ro llin g in aca­ 
demic co u rses defin ed as En glish, 
mathematics, scien ce, fo reign lan ­ 
gu age, an d so cial scien ce. 
Dr. James B. Co n an t o f Har­ 
v ard was o n e o f the gu ru s o f that 
day who se p o n tificatio n s abo u t im­ 
p ro v in g U.S. edu catio n was eager­ 
ly read an d q u o ted by serio u s 
teachers. 
Ho st, in p resen tin g his stu dy , 
q u o ted freely fro m Dr. Co n an t’s 
wo rk s an d this did n o t seem 
stran ge as this scribe wro te in the 
1961 co lu mn , “Dr. James Co n an t 
has beco me a ho u seho ld wo rd in 
an y circle where q u ality o f scho o ls 
is discu ssed.” 
Ho st rep o rted o n what 45 o f the 
1960 sen io rs, who rated academi­ 
cally talen ted, had do n e du rin g 
their high scho o l y ears. His o bser­ 
v atio n was they go t by to o easy . 
His rep o rt sho wed the girls co n ­ 
sisten tly do dged the academic 
co u rses. He said in a p hy sics class 
o f 80, there were o n ly two o f the 


to p -rated girls. 
The teacher said Dr. Co n an t ad­ 
v ises to p stu den ts sho u ld tak e sev ­ 
en semesters each o f scien ce an d 
mathematics. The DHS scho lars 
fell far sho rt o f this go al. Of the 23 
bo y s, o n ly 10 to o k the su ggested 
n u mber 
semesters 
o f 
these 
“heav y ” stu dies an d o f the 22 girls, 
o n ly o n e to o k sev en semesters o f 
scien ce an d mathematics. 
Ho st again q u o ted Dr. Co n an t as 
adv isin g that to p stu den ts tak e fo u r 
y ears o f En glish an d he rep o rted 
that o n ly 32 o f the 45 DHS p rides o f 
1960 to o k the fo u rth y ear o f o u r lan ­ 
gu age. 
The teacher then rev ealed these 
bright stu den ts go t o u t o f high 
scho o l witho u t tak in g en o u gh 
“to u gh” su bjects. It tak es 15 cred­ 
its o f co u rses, o ther than mu sic an d 
p hy sical edu catio n , to get a DHS 
dip lo ma. Ho wev er, these co u rses 
may in clu de n o n -academic stu dies 
su ch as in du strial arts, co mmer­ 
cial sk ills, ho me eco n o mics, art 
an d fin e arts. 
Ho st fo u n d that 78 p er cen t o f 
the bo y s an d 95 p er cen t o f the girls 
did n o t tak e 15 credits o f academic 
stu dies, which mean s they av o ided 
so me “hard” co u rses in fav o r o f 
easier o n es. 
He disco v ered o n ly 17 p er cen t 
o f the talen ted bo y s to o k fo u r y ears 
each o f scien ce an d mathematics 
an d that n o n e o f the brain y lasses 
did. 


On ly 5 p er cen t o f the in tellectu ­ 
ally talen ted girls were en ro lled in 
three o r fo u r y ears o f either sci­ 
en ce o r mathematics, co mp ared to 
45 p er cen t o f the bo y s. 
The ev iden ce seems o v er­ 
whelmin g that the high academic 
p o ten tial girls did n o t liv e u p to the 
ex p ectatio n s which co u ld hav e 
been ex p ected fro m them. 
On e has to ask if it is n o t the cu l­ 
tu re which su btly tells girls, “they 
sho u ld n o t be to o smart, o r at least 
n o t seem mo re brain y than the 
bo y s.” 
Acco rdin g to Ho st, in 1961, an d 
p ro bably still tru e to day , there is 
mo re than o n e reaso n the to p stu ­ 
den ts are gettin g thro u gh DHS 
witho u t wo rk in g as hard as their 
cap abilities dictate they sho u ld. 
On e o f the wo rst reaso n s fo r sk ip ­ 
p in g “hard” co u rses is so they can 
stay o n the ho n o r ro ll. Ho st blamed 
p aren ts as mu ch as the k ids fo r this 
o n e. 
The seco n d reaso n is the n o n - 
academic stu ff thro wn at k ids in 
high scho o l, mo stly fro m state­ 
han ded do wn co u rses, which 
mak es it n ecessary fo r a bu ddin g 
scho lar who wan ts to tak e a fu ll 
lo ad o f “heav y ” su bjects to tak e 
mo re than 15 credits du rin g his 
high scho o l career an d this dictates 
fiv e su bjects mu st be tak en each 
semester, rather than the tradi­ 
tio n al fo u r.

The Democrats on the issues: 
Employmen t, econ omy lead, says Ben fsen

W/^HINGTON (A P) - Sen. 
Lloyd Bentsen says employ­ 
ment w ill be the leading issue 
in the 1976 presidential cam- 
paign, and restoring optimism 
to the United States by improv­ 
ing the wonomy must be the 
top priority of the winner. 
Benteen, a first-term senator 
from Texas seeking the 1976 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation, believes the Ford ad­ 
ministration’s economic plans 
w ill prohibit full employment 
until after 1980 and that without 
economic 
growth, 
improve­ 
ments in education, health care 
and 
housing 
will 
not 
be 
achieved. 
Bentsen also made these 
points in an interview: 
—The 1975 tax reductions, 
some $16 billion, should be ex­ 
tended but cuts should not be 
as deep as those proposed by 
President 
Ford. 
Across-the- 
board spending cuts should also 
be imposed, a goal generally 
shared by the Ford adminis­ 
tration. 
—Oil price controls should be 
phased out “over a period of 
months’’ and price controls on 
natural gas should be aban­ 
doned over a period of years. 
—Too much emphasis has 
been placed on U.S.-Soviet and 
U.S.-Chinese relationships to 
the exclusion of traditional U.S. 
allies and Japan, Latin Amer­ 
ica and Africa. 
—Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger has failed to “ in­ 
stitutionalize” foreign policy in 
the State Department, making 
it, instead, “ an extension of his 
own personality.” 
“I feel jobs w ill be the fore­ 
most issue of the 1976 cam­ 
paign,” Bentsen said. “ Healthy, 
stable economic growth is the 
key to fighting both joblessness 
and rising prices.” 
He said confidence is “ the 
biggest asset and resource this 
country has,” but it has been 
“ fid dl^ away by this adminis­ 
tration and the previous admin­ 
istration because of the lack of 
credible leadership and because 
of economic maladministration. 
“ We can’t restore optimism, 
put people back on payrolls, 
stop 
inflation, 
provide 
for 
health care, education, housing 
and the other concerns of 
Americans without a reason­ 
able growth in our economy. 
This must be our No. 1 prior­ 
ity.” 
His economic positions are 
built around three suggestions. 
He has proposed offering a 
tax credit to encourage in­ 
creased hiring. He would create 
a youth employment service to 
reduce unemployment among 
young people and he would es­ 
tablish a “ national job clear­ 
inghouse” to link the unem­ 
ployed with jobs throughout the 
country. 
The senator said the employ­ 
ment tax credit would cost 
nothing, because the reduced 
tax receipts would be balanced 
by a greater saving in reduced 
unemployment 
compensation 
payments by the government. 
“ I ’d give a 10 per cent em­ 
ployment tax credit on the first 
$8,000 of salary for hiring the 
unemployed who have been out 
of work for at least six weeks,” 
he said. The six-week provision 
would prohibit employers from 
simply 
hiring 
each 
others’ 
workers. Hiring would be re­ 
quired at levels greater than in 
1974 or 1975. 


He predicted that such a 
scheme would produce “ per­ 
manent jobs, not make-work 
jobs” for 600,000 to one million 
persons in two years. 
Bentsen 
says 
substantial 
budget cuts in all areas of gov­ 
ernment, which he advocates, 
would not damage attempts to 
reduce unemployment if the 
cuts are coupled with certain 
adjustments. 
“ We have to get a handle on 
government spending,” he said. 
But Bentsen refused to say how 
much he wants cut or where it 
should be cut until President 
Ford submits his budget pro­ 
posals in January. 
He said a key to fighting in­ 
flation would be reduced lend­ 
ing interest rates and that as 
president he would put pressure 
on the Federal Reserve Board 
to bring about lowered rates. 
Bentsen favors removal of 
price controls from oil and nat­ 
ural gas to assure producers 
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that the retuni on their in­ 
vestment w ill be sufficient to 
make continued exploration for 
more supplies worthwhile. 
“ Federal regulation has dis­ 
couraged exploration for natu­ 
ral gas and encouraged waste 
of natural gas for 20 years,” he 
said. 
He believes the United States 
will never be able to eliminate 
all oil imports, but that with in­ 
creased domestic production 
and 
emphasis 
on 
energy 
sources other than oil, virtual 
energy independence can be es­ 
tablished at some unspecified 
future date. 
Use of coal should be in­ 
creased, he said, and solar 
energy should eventually be­ 
come a “ cornerstone of our na­ 
tional energy policy.” 
Bentsen criticized what he 
said was the failure to present 
a united front with other oil 
consuming nations in dealing 
with the Organization of Petro- 
OPEN 
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leum Exporting Countries. 
“ We have a big bargaining 
tool if we can get these con­ 
sumer nations ... to bargain to­ 
gether against the OPEC coun­ 
tries,” he said. 
Bentsen said he has someone 


in mind for the position of sec­ 
retary of state in any Bentsen 
administration, but he refused 
to name him. 


Bentsen said he favors con­ 
tinued attempts to reach a 


strategic arms limitation ac­ 
cord with the Soviet Union, but 
he refused to specify what it 
should include, citing a lack of 
information from the executive 
branch on which to base an 
opinion.

I am grateful for all the help 
our son received there but I feel 
that most of the change was ac­ 
complished by LO VE.—Grate­ 
ful For Help In Connecticut 
Dear Conn: I ’m grateful to 
you for writing. I caught Holy 
Ned from hundreds of readers 
because I cautioned mothers 
against making “ little junkies” 
out of their children. Too often a 
youngster is put on drugs be­ 
cause it’s easier than taking the 
time to be loving and patient. 
I realize that some children 
are truly hyperkinetic and 
medication can be a godsend, 
but drugs should not be a sub­ 
stitute for parental time and at­ 
tention. An excellent book for 
parents who need guidelines for 
raising children (not necessari­ 
ly hyperkinetic, just normal 
healthy kids from one to five 
years of age) is “ Your Young 
Child And You” by Eleanor 
Weisberger. Dutton is the pub­ 
lisher.

To divert attention from his 
real plan, General Washington 
ordered a 
bombardment of 
British outposts. The enemy re­ 
sponded with heavy fire. After 
these preliminaries. General 
John Thomas led American 
forces to fortify Dorchester 
Heights on the evening of 
March 4, 1776. If they were suc­ 
cessful in occupying this strate­ 
gic location (overlook ing Bos­ 
ton from the south), the Pa­ 
triots might bring on the gener­ 
al engagement that Washington 
wanted, or force General Sir 
William Howe to evacuate the 
city. 
More than 300 carts loaded 
with bundles of wood, barrels 
loaded with sand, wooden 
frames, pick s and shovels were 
hauled to the heights There the 
men, eager for action after the 
long winter, work ed “with the 
utmost spirit” in driving stak es 
and pick ing against the frozen 
ground (the frost was still a foot 
and a half deep). Despite great 
difficulties forts were built on 
the two main hills of Dorchester 
that night, and in the morning 
the surprised British saw some­ 
thing that must have reminded 
them of Bunk er Hill. 
The situation was serious for 
the British. Howe immediately 
held a council of war in which 
Admiral Shuldham told him 
that the fleet could not remain 
in the harbor under the colonial 
guns on Dorchester Heights. It 
was also plain that the redcoats 
were not safe in Boston under 
these circum stances. Some­ 
thing had to be done, but Howe 
couldn’t bear the thought of 
fleeing from the rebels. He 
therefore made plans for an at­ 
tack on the American position. 
As many look ed on expect­ 
ing to see another bloody battle, 
fortune smiled sweetly on the 
colonials. A strong wind storm 
arose suddenly and there was a 
torrential downpour of rain. 
One observer called it a “ Hur- 
rycane.” W’ithout doubt the bad 


weather helped the Americans 
and delayed the British assault. 
Fortifications were strength­ 
ened and more of the heavy a r­ 
tillery that Henry Knox had 
brought down from Ticondero- 
ga were set in place. 
In fact, however, some Brit­ 
ish officers were so impressed 
by the strength of the colonial 
breastw'ork s that they feared 
an attack might fail. While the 
storm raged General Howe and 
his staff reconsidered the situa­ 
tion. Perhaps Howe used bad 
weather as an excuse for not at­ 
tack ing the Americans at once, 
but one thing is certain, by the 
time the storm had abated, the 
colonial position on Dorchester 
Heights had been so improved 
as to be virtually impregnable. 


On March 7, 1776 General Howe 
decided to evacuate Boston. 
Washington agreed to allow the 
British to leave without inter­ 
ference, and Howe agreed not 
to burn the town. 
The Constitutional Gazette of 
New York reported gleefully on 
March 23 of the decision of 
“ King G oerge’s plundering, 
murdering arm y” to leave Bos­ 
ton. After the truce had been 
agreed upon, it was noted, how­ 
ever, that the British were 
“very busy in shipping their ef­ 
fects on board the transports 
. . . it was reported that they 
were plundering the town, 
break ing and destroying every­ 
thing they cannot carry away.” 
During the siege Boston had 
been very crowded with all the 
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Turquoise. . .

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soldiers and the numerous Tor­ 
ies who had fled there for Brit­ 
ish protection. It was hard for 
both civilians and soldiers to be 
cooped up in the city with hos­ 
tile forces all about. As early as 
the summer of 1775 food short­ 
ages were felt. John Andrews, a 
Patriot who remained in Boston 
to try and protect his property, 
wrote, “Was it not for a trifle of 
salt provisions that we have 
’twould be impossible for us to 
hve. Pork and beans one day, 
and beans and pork another.” 
Try as he did. General Howe 
could not find adequate provi­ 
sions for his men, let alone the 
townspeople and refugees. 
Raids among the islands and 
along the shores of New Eng­ 
land provided some fresh meat, 
but not enough. Nor were the 
supplies brought in by British 
ships that weathered the north 
Atlantic storms and escaped 
capture by American priva­ 
teers sufficient. 
One writer 


commented, “Neither vegeta­ 
bles, flour nor pulse for the in­ 
habitants; and the King’s 
stores so short, none can be 
spared from them.” 
With fuel also short, most 
people shivered through the 
winter in Boston. Efforts to 
bring in coal or wood by ship 
did not relieve the shortage 
much, and inhabitants as well 
as soldiers cut down the few re­ 
maining trees, k nock ed down 
old houses, barns and wharves, 
or brok e up fences and outhous­ 
es go get something to burn. 
Deacon Timothy Newell of 
the Brattle Street Church wrote 
sadly in his diary: “The spa­ 
cious Old South Meeting House 
tak en possession of by the Light 
Horse 17th Regiment of Dra­ 
goons . . . The pulpit, pews and 
seats all cut to pieces and car­ 
ried off in the most savage 
manner as can be expressed, 
and destined for a riding school. 
The beautiful carved pew with 
the silk furniture of Deacon 
Hubbard’s was tak en down and 
carried t o .........’s house by an 
officer and made a hog stye.” 
Not everyone in Boston suf­ 
fered that winter. To relieve the 
monotony and provide diver­ 
sion, General John Burgoyne 


put on several am ateur theatri­ 
cals in Faneuil Hall. Among the 
officers, who fared much better 
than others, gam boing and 
cock -fighting flourished; and 
General Howe whiled away 
many hours with cards and the 
finest wines. The British com­ 
mander found other diversion 
with Betsy Loring, the wife of 
one of his officers. After giving 
her complacent husband var­ 
ious duties. Sir William amused 
himself in the company of 
blonde, vivacious Betsy. 
It was 
not 
until 
Sunday 
March 17, 1776, that the British 
had completed preparations to 
leave Boston. As General Howe 
departed, he took with him 
about 1100 Loyalists, who had tc 
leave behind their homes and 
virtually all belongings. If Pa­ 
triots rejoiced at this time of 
victory, it was surely a mourn­ 
ful day for the Loyalists, who 
often complained that King 
George III did not appreciate 
their sacrifice. As the people of 


Boston celebrated, they felt not 
the slightest sym pathy for 
those who had left. 
When General Washington 
entered Boston he found an 
enormous quantity of aban­ 
doned military supplies and 
equipment that would be put to 
good use. The American com­ 
mander was congratulated on 
his success and given a long, 
flattering testimonial by the 
provincial government. A re­ 
port in the Pennsylvania Eve­ 
ning Post noted that after offi- 


cial ceremonies, “they pro­ 
ceeded to the Bunch of Grapes 
Tavern where an elegant din­ 
ner was provided at public ex­ 
pense. . 
Elsewhere the news 
of the evacuation of Boston 
brought forth numerous ex­ 
pressions of gratitude. And at 
Philadelphia the Continental 
Congress ordered a gold medal 
struck off in celebration of the 
victory. 
Washington k new that the 
British would strik e again, and 
he wasted no time in preparing 
for the next assault. Already he 
had sent General Charles Lee 
with some troops to New York 
to prepare for an anticipated 
attack there. Before long, after 
leaving some forces to defend 
Boston, W ashington him self 
headed for the New York area. 
The evacuation of Boston 
mark ed the end of the first 
stage of the war. That the Brit­ 
ish would resume fighting was 
clear, and greater ordeals for 
the Americans lay ahead.

Here, as in New York for ex ­ 
ample, the past has u n der­ 
min ed the promise of the fu ­ 
tu re. Bu t for the 4 ,000 people of 
John ston City the problem is 
more than metaphorical. 
All bu t the cen tral section of 
town rests on the 300-foot thick 
roof of an aban don ed coal 
min e. 
An d, as officials of 
School District 1 hav e learn ed, 
that’s less than a secu re fou n ­ 
dation on which to bu ild. 
“It’s been a v ery trau matic 
situ ation here,” Su pt. Remo 


Castrale said. “For fou r y ears 
we’v e had this.” The trou ble 
began Dec. 27 , 197 1. “That’s 
when we first detected it an d 
lost the old Washin gton Ele­ 
men tary school,” he said. 
“It started crackin g u p an d 
they had to aban don the bu ild­ 
in g,” May or Bill Stev en s said. 
“It was completely aban don ed 
an d con sidered too dan gerou s 
to u se.” The grou n d was su b­ 
sidin g as the min e’s 6 0-y ear-old 
shafts collapsed. 
Classroom space for the dis­ 
trict’s 550 grade school pu pils 
was 
recru ited 
from 
area 
chu rches an d, on March 10, 
197 3, district v oters approv ed a 
$1.390 million bon d issu e for a 
n ew bu ildin g. 
It was abou t 60 per cen t fin - 


ished when , in October 1974, 
work halted. Thou gh the school 
board thou ght it had assu r­ 
an ces from an en gin eerin g firm 
that the site was safe, it, too, 
was su bsidin g. 
Castrale said a state-hired 
geologist su rv ey ed the area an d 
con clu ded it’s impossible to 
sav e the bu ildin g or to make 
an y safe u se of it at all. Litiga­ 
tion is u n der con sideration , he 
said. 
With the help of the state, 
John ston City secu red 12 small 
portable classroom bu ildin gs. 
“Ou r edu cation program is 
bein g shortchan ged becau se we 
don ’t hav e the ty pes of pro­ 
grams that we shou ld becau se 
of the limitation s,” Castrale 
said. 


Added Stev en s: “The school 
situ ation ...is hu rtin g ou r com­ 
mu n ity n ow.” 


John ston City n early has ru n 
ou t of places to bu ild. At len gth 
the school board con clu ded 
there is on ly on e within the city 
limits—the city park—bu t that 
selection is threaten ed too, for 
an other reason . 


“Sin ce this is a small com­ 
mu n ity we hav e a lot of people 
in v olv ed in a lot of thin gs,” 
Castrale said. A member of the 
city cou n cil is a school district 
employ e; an other a former em­ 
ploy e, an d the may or wan ts to 
be. Accordin g to the Illin ois 
CJen eral Assembly that raises a 
con flict-of-in terest 
qu estion 
sin ce on e political u n it will 


hav e to sell the park to the oth­ 
er. An attorn ey gen eral’s opin ­ 
ion has been solicited bu t ev en 
his word won ’t be the last.

and in the churches, marriage 
is not a step implemented by 
the state or any other institu­ 
tion, but only by the persons 
themselves, before 
(Jod, 
in 
their pledged commitment to 
each other. 
Clergy and others serve only 
as witnesses, as corrobOTators 
of the pact, which the couple 
make themselves. It is consum­ 
mated by the sexual union and 
is not considered sealed until it 
takes place. 
But in any society, such cove­ 
nants are never entirely private 
concerns. No man— no cou­ 
ple— is “ an island,” the poet- 
clergyman John Donne put it. 
The fam ily is the substructure 
of the social order, with respon­ 
sibilities to it.

ship, not its cause. Only that de­ 
gree of love that has been built 
up outside sex can be expressed 
in sex. Premature sexual acts 
can ‘short-circuit’ the full de­ 
velopment of love.” 
If a young man says, in ef­ 
fect, “ I love you, therefore I 
must have you,” he quite clear­ 
ly 
is 
misrepresenting 
love, 
identifying it solely with the sex 
act, and love is far broader than 
that. Sexual union, by its na­ 
ture, demands a certain exclu­ 
siveness, possessiveness and 


permanence, and when any of 
these elements is uncertain, 
“ destructive tensions” result, 
O’Neil and Donovan say. 
Nevertheless, on most cam­ 
puses, there no longer are cur­ 
fews to hide behind nor sepa­ 
rate dorms, nor administrative 
restrictions on living arrange­ 
ments. Among male students, 
the “ cool” banter commonly 
portrays women as mere body- 
objects. 
However infantile, the swag­ 
gering talk about sex triumphs 


can exert a group-think pres­ 
sure on younger students, and 
make them feel abnormal if 
they don’t go along with it. It 
tends to harden into a corporate 
campus mind-set. 
Sim ilar pressures now are 
evident among young women, 
giving rise to the new phenome­ 
non of the “ embarrassed vir­ 
gin.” While women used to be 
under peer pressure to resist 
sex, they now— by twists of the 
sex-equality drive— seem un­ 
der pressure to submit to it. 


Harvard theologian Harvey 
Cox says the liberation really 
needed by the young is to be 
freed of the diabolical pres­ 
sures toward subcultural con­ 
formity that push so many ado­ 
lescents into whatever is “ in” 
at the moment. 
Tliat would include freedom 
to say “ no.” It has been said 
that the strength of the “ yes” to 
one person is measured by the 
strength of “ nos” to others. 
Despite impressions of free­ 
wheeling campus sex, however. 


many premarital couples show 
deep devotion, and eventually 
marry. 
Sometimes the shibboleth of 
“ sexual frustration” is raised 
to promote casual sex, imply­ 
ing that the ungratified sex 
urge can lead to neurosis, that 
abstinence is harmful. This is a 
“ m isconception and vulgar 
misinterpretation of 
psycho­ 
analysis,” says psychoanalyst 
Viktor Frankl, and has done “ a 
good deal of injuring by nour­ 
ishing neurotic sexual an­ 


xieties.” 
Modern case studies, psycho­ 
logical insights, church teach­ 
ings and Biblical premises all 
seem to suggest that those who 
defer sex relations until after 
genuine mutual communica­ 
tions, understanding, affection 
and trust have formed, and who 
have 
lastingly 
committed 
themselves to each other, have 
the best chance of enduring 
happiness. 
It’s a big order. It usually is a 
long process, requiring sympa­ 


thy, sensitivity and the abilit; 
to care for someone else ai 
much as for self. It also re 
spects the pervasive force o 
the blessing of sexuality. 
As 
psychoanalyst 
E ricl 
Fromm puts it, “ to love a per 
son productively 
implies t 
care and to feel responsible fo 
his life, not only for his physica 
powers but for the growth an( 
development of all his humai 
powers.” 
(TOMORROW: Basis of 
the rules) 


There are obligations, influ­ 
ences, loyalties, hopes and mu­ 
tual concerns extending to the 
wider families and communi­ 
ties. Both in duty to them, and 
for support of them, marriage 
is undertaken publicly, on the 
record, licensed, witnessed and 
celebrated. Maintaining the so­ 
cial order depends on it. 
It also helps keep the m ar­ 
riage intact, not only in being 
able to live it openly and to have 
it fully accepted socially, with­ 
out equivocations or coverups, 
but also in bolstering it through 
the rough going. 
Public, legal ratification also 
protects both parties against 
overt injustice, in regard to 
children, property and other 
matters, in case the union does 
turn cold and break up. 
None of these reinforcements 
exist in the current fashion 
among some young p^ple of 
cohabiting without ritual or 
record. “ Who needs a docu­ 
m ent?” some ask. “ It’s just a 
piece of paper.” 
But there is scarcely any im­ 
portant field of human relations 
that operates reliably without 
law, whether it’s race relations, 
economic dealings, m edical 
practice, schoolrooms, towns or 
nations, even if it’s just in play­ 
ing baseball or negotiating traf­ 
fic. 
Responsibility, for the most 
honorable people, needs but­ 
tresses, regulations, standards, 
reminders. 
For example, sex guidance 
counselor Sylvanus M. Duvall 
says she’s never heard of young 
people suggesting that laws on 
racial rights be abandoned. 
Law and love are not separate, 
she adds. 
For some, however, the as­ 
sumption seems to be that sex­ 
ual ties are not that important. 
Unmarried or premarital sex is 
all right “ as long as nobody 
gets hurt,” this viewpoint as­ 
serts, or, as the statistical sur­ 
veyors coolly phrase it, so long 
as “ affection is present.” 
This can be rationalized to 
imply that so long as they like 
each other, they can go to bed 
together. 
Such 
an 
attitude, 
however, suggests that the situ­ 
ation can be isolated within it­ 
self, cut off from the total con­ 
text of the couple’s lives, from 
what went before and what 
comes afterward, heedless of 
social sanction or awareness, 
disconnected from long-range 
effects on them or others. 
Without 
the 
time-seasoned 
growth of deep friendship, car­ 
ing about each other’s needs 
and mutual obligations to them, 
such words as “ commitment” 
in sexual relations can be a 
highly deceptive criterion, 
which becomes transparent in 
the aftermath. 
Psychologist 
Robert 
P. 
O’Neil and University of Michi­ 
gan Catholic priest-counselor 
Michael A. Donovan, discuss­ 
ing youth patterns, cite the fre­ 
quent situation in which single 
young adults regard their sex 
relationship as not fleetingly 
casual but reflecting a “ com­ 
mitment.” O’Neil and Donovan 
add: 
“ Total dedication to another 
person cannot be genuine if it is 
but one of several such commit­ 
ments made over a two or 
three-year span. (Genuine com­ 
mitments based on a total rela­ 
tionship cannot be made and 
withdrawn 
in 
a 
matter 
of 
weeks. If this occurs, some of 
the effects of promiscuity will 
be evident in the personality,” 
In a book, “ Sex; Thoughts for 
Contemporary Christians,” O’­ 
Neil and Donovan say that be­ 
cause the sex act “ involves the 
total person,” any “ sexual ac­ 
tivity that is not founded upon a 
close relationship is exploita­ 
tion or mere tension reduc­ 
tion.” 
They say young couples must 
realize that sexual acts “ are 
the expression of their relation-

There is a 
maximum penalty of $500 for 
failure to report an accident.

CHICAGO (AP) — Escape and 
release from every day con­ 
cerns are more im portant to 
duck hunters than any food 
they mig ht kill, a California 
psy cholog ist has found in a 
three-y ear study . 
They "plung e into freezing 
swamps at dawn to bag sy m ­ 
bols of success, not food,” say s 
his report in the December is­ 
sue of Psy cholog y Today . 
While working for the Nation­ 
al Park Service and the Califor­ 
nia Departm ent of Fish and 
Game, the psy cholog ist. Dr. 
John D. Copp interviewed and 
observed duck and g oose hunt­ 
ers and g ave questionnaires to 
100 of them at the Delavan Na­ 
tional Wildlife Refug e northeast 
of San Francisco. 
Nearly 2 million hunters in 
hip boots "come plung ing into 
m arshes and mudflats or paddl­ 
ing 
along 
the 
creeks 
and 
ponds" in the United States be­ 
tween mid-October and mid- 
January each y ear, he notes. 
"W'hispering to each other 
throug h chattering teeth, they 
stag g er around in the predawn 
darkness, weig hted down with a 
clumsy 
array 
of 
shotg uns, 
shells, duck and g oose calls, 
dog whistles, decoy s and cam ­ 
eras, 
folding chairs, 
pocket 
hand-warm ers, sandwiches and 
cans of beer,” he adds. 
Waterfowl hunters eng ag e in 
the activity with "sing le-mind­ 
ed devotion and fanaticism ,” he 
said. 
In reply to the psy cholog ist’s 
question, "W’hy do y ou hunt?,” 
these 
answers 
were 
pre­ 
dominant; 
Being outside; escaping from 
frustrating or boring work; es­ 
caping from routine or stifling 
family life; socializing with oth­ 
er men of sim ilar interests; 
overcoming the challeng e of na­ 
ture; m astering a difficult skill. 
The common theme, Copp re­ 
ported, was escape and release, 
and "Not one mentioned killling 
or food as a principal reason.” 
"Very few Americans need to 
eat wild g am e in order to sur­ 
vive,” he pointed out. 
Many of the hunters continue 
to hunt even thoug h they have 
not shot a 
bird in 
weeks, 
months or even y ears, he said, 
adding , "Some never eat the 
birds they kill any w ay .” 
The birds most hig hly prized 
by the hunters are not neces­ 
sarily the tastiest “ but rather 
the big g est, most beautiful, in­ 
tellig ent, or sporty ones, such 
as m allard or pintail ducks, 
and white-fronted g eese,” Copp 
said. 
"My three-y ear study strong ­ 
ly indicates that hunters look 
on ducks and g eese not as 
item s of food, but as advertise­ 
m ents of skill, m easures of suc­ 
cess," he said. "They are not 
food but trophies, something to 
g et and display to their fellow 
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hunters.” 
If the cost of the bag g ed fowl 
is analy zed, Copp said, by com­ 
parison "filet mig non becomes 
cheap eating .” He points to the 
cost of ammunition, g asoline 
for the trip, the hunting license, 
dog s and other items necessary 
for the activity .. 
The hunters’ rew ards appear 
to be psy cholog ical. 
"Like Indians, hunters more 
than the rest of us m ay be 
communing with nature’s Great 
Spirit.’’ the psy cholog ist said. 
The hunters reported feeling s 
of g reat elation after shooting a 
bird following a long , motion­ 
less, silent wait. 
"They described the state im­ 
mediately following a kill as 
one of elation, a kind of hig h,” 
the psy cholog ist said. 
"This 
heig htened sense of arousal 
seemed to have a particularly 
pronounced effect among the 
y oung er hunters.”

B E IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESID EN T

THAT: 
Section 1. Snowmobiles shall 
be operated within the Village 
limits of the Village of Paw 
Paw, in the manner as required 
by the Statutes of the State of Il­ 
linois so made and provided, 
being Illinois Revised Statutes, 
Chapter 95‘2, Section 601-1, et 
seq., excepting as is hereafter 
specifically set forth, as fol­ 
lows: 
A. Snowmobiles operated with­ 
in the Village limits shall have 
clearly displayed upon each 
such snowmobile, a number 
identifying said snowmobile, 
which said number shall be of 
dimensions of not less than 
three inches in height and in 
conformance with laws of the 
State of Illinois. 
B. All snowmobiles are at all 
times prohibited from being 
operated on Chicago Road, 
East of the East line of Flagg 
Street to the West line of Peru 
Street. 
C. On Sundays, Mondays, Tues­ 
days, Wednesdays, and Thurs­ 
days, except at such times as 
access thereto may be barred 
to snowmobiles by notice prior 
given by posting or by publica­ 
tion in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the area, at the 
discretion of the Village, be­ 
tween the hours of 7:(X) a.m. to 
11:00p.m. and on Fridays and 
Saturdays from 7:00 a.m. to 
midnight. 
D. Snowmobiles may be operat­ 
ed in the Village only for the 
jurpose of access into the Vil- 
age or exit from the Village to 
and from the residence of the 
operator thereof and by a 
route closest to the hereinafter 
described access routes, as 
follows, to-wit: On Chicago 
Road, East and West, except 
as provided in Paragraph B, 
Flagg Street North of Chicago 
Road, Flagg Street South of 
Chicago Road to the railroad 
tracks bisecting Flagg Street, 
thence East through the alley 
to Peru Street, and Peru Street 
South of Chicago Road, during 
the hours above provided, at a

Section 4. Snowmobile may

stores have a policy of prose­ 
cuting shoplifters, 66 per cent of them in 
Dixon say they file charges against of­ 
fenders,” said Mike Courtright. 
He is a Dixon High vSchool student 
who is chairman of the shoplifting edu­ 
cation program of the distributive edu­ 
cation courses at DHS. Courtright, along 
with Dan Moats, faculty coordinator of 
the class, and Bob Mulkins, community 
relations officer of the Dixon Police De­ 
partment, presented the findings of a 
study conducted by the class with the as­ 
sistance of the Retail-Service Bureau of 
the Dixon Chamber of Commerce. 
Courtright said the survey, which in­ 
cluded polling 1,100 Dixon students, dis­ 
covered 76 per cent of those between the 
ages of 10 and 17 admitted to shoplifting 
at least on one occasion. 
He noted the incidence is less for the 
younger persons and increases as they 
grow older. 
Courtright related Dixon merchants 
have estimated $160,000 annually is lost 
by them to shoplifters. 


]M [u LKIN S reported from two to three 
shoplifters are caught each week. He 
said some stores handle their own shop­ 
lifting problems without calling the po­ 
lice. 
The community relations officer stat­ 
ed the police want to know about all 
shoplifting incidents, regardless of 
whether the stores chose to prosecute 


the offender, because it enables the de­ 
partment to get a line on repeaters. 
He said some time ago two kids from 
Washington School who were playing 
hooky were caught shoplifting down­ 
town. Mulkins said often the older teens 
tell you they ‘‘do it for kicks.” 
Moats added to Mulkins’ comments 
by reciting often students interviewed 
said they or others shoplifted, because 
‘‘They think they are smart,” or to ‘‘see 
if they can get away with it.” 
H iLe related most stores will contact the 
police and call the parents of accused 
shoplifters. 
Mulkins reported adults steal items 
of greater value but there are not as 
many of them as teen-age shoplifters. 
‘‘Hundreds of kids will lift items valued 
from $2 to $3,” he said, noting one sub­ 
stantial theft by an adult shoplifter 
might equal or exceed the total value of 
items taken by the young people. 


T 
h e community relations officers 
said sometimes parents have a bad re­ 
action when informed their children 
have been caught shoplifting. They 
sometimes blame the police and some­ 
times criticize the stores ‘‘because they 
make it too easy to get merchandise.” 
Mulkins said the police department 
for the last five or six years has kept a 
record of juvenile shoplifters so repeat­ 
ers can be detected.
